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Sports teams face travel crisis 



Elcock: federal cutback jolts budget 


President Dr. Howard Petch predicts that 
intercollegiate athletic leagues in western 
Canada will fold if the federal government 
carries out a threat to abolish special inter¬ 
provincial travel funds for athletic teams. 

Steve Paproski, federal Minister of 
State for Fitness and Amateur Sport, ear¬ 
lier this year announced a drastic cutback 
of inter-provincial travel funds for this 
year. The federal government has indi¬ 
cated that funds will be abolished next 
year. 

This year the funds have been cut from 
an anticipated $490,000 to $290,000. 

Already, the cutbacks have had an 
effect on athletic programs at UVic and 


other universities in western Canada and 
the Atlantic provinces. 

Scheduled Canada West volleyball tour¬ 
naments have been cut from four to three, 
there has been a reduction in the number of 
athletes travelling interprovincially and 
there is a curtailment of planned programs 
in non-conference sports. 

“I don’t think there’s any question 
about it,” says Petch. “If the special travel 
grants are abolished, the Canada West 
Universities Athletic Association 
(CWUAA) will fold.” 

Petch was heavily involved in lobbying 
the former federal government to make 
special travel funds available for athletic 
teams in universities in western Canada 
and the Atlantic provinces. 

“In our case, there is no university in 
Canada where we can play a game without 
an overnight trip,” says Petch. “Our travel 
costs for athletic teams have gone over 
$100,000 and this university cannot main¬ 
tain that kind of funding.” 

Petch said universities in British 
Columbia would have to start competing 
on a north-south basis, playing teams from 
the University of British Columbia, Simon 
Fraser University and colleges in 
Washington State. 

Mike Elcock, manager of Athletics and 
Recreation at UVic, agrees with Petch’s 
assessment of the situation. 

“We only have two alternatives,” says 
Elcock. “We can cut back on our athletic 
programs or we can go play in the United 
States. To cross the Rockies we have to fly 
and air fares have been going up at 15 to 20 
per cent a year.” 

Elcock is puzzled and angry about the 
federal government’s attitude towards uni¬ 
versity athletics. 

“Athletic directors across Canada have 


written to MPs and sent the minister a 
strongly-worded cable expressing our 
concern.” 

Elcock got Paproski’s reply last week 
and it was not good news. Paproski says 
the special funding for inter-provincial 
travel was not a long-standing commit¬ 
ment by the previous government. He also 
says the federal government does not have 
the funds to continue it. 

“The decision to curtail this funding 
will have a massively detrimental effect, 
not only on university athletic programs 
but on a much wider scale,” says Elcock. 

“I don’t believe the federal government 
realizes the extent to which universities 
develop top-flight athletes for Canada, and 
the extent of the role sports play in Cana¬ 
dian unity.” 

Paproski has argued that more money 
should be spent on promoting recreational 
activities for all Canadians. Elcock agrees 
but adds that this should not be done at the 
expense of the talented athlete. 

“To get people interested in any sport, 
you have to have a Bobby Hull or a Nancy 
Greene,” he says. “There’s a direct correla¬ 
tion between top athletes and participation 
at the recreational level.. 

“Once we got a Ken Shields in here with 
a winning basketball team, our intramural 
basketball leagues jumped from 20 to 30 
teams.” 

Elcock said that $129,000 was budgeted 
for travel for level 1 athletes at UVic this 
year, with about half of the total for air 
fares. “We were anticipating about $35,000 
to $40,000 from the federal government’s 
special funds for inter-provincial travel, 
but with the cutback this will be reduced 
considerably. 

“Next year, if there is no special fund¬ 
ing, university sports are in trouble.” 


Man in moon 
doesn’t vote 

Politicians can no longer blame 
their defeats on the fact that there 
was a full moon on election night. 

In the current issue of Sociolog¬ 
ical Symposium, Dr. Daniel 
Koenig (Sociology) reveals that 
there is no relationship between 
lunar phases and election results. 

The article is an investigation of 
the oft-claimed relationship of the 
effects of the full or new moon on 
voting behavior on Canadian 
elections. 

“No relationship was found 
between luner phases and either 
percentage turnout of registered 
voters or per cent gain/loss of popu¬ 
lar vote for the incumbent,” says 
Koenig. 

The busy Koenig has conducted 
a series of public scientific surveys 
in recent years on various aspects 
of B.C. politics and elections, the 
quality of life in B.C. and attitudes 
towards police. 

He was recently elected to a two- 
year term as director-councilor of 
the Canadian Association for Cri¬ 
minological Research, effective in 
March of 1980. He has also had a 
feature article (co-authored with 
Peter Engstad) accepted for the 
forthcoming volume of Perspec¬ 
tives Canada III to be published 
by Statistics Canada. The article is 
entitled “Policing Trends and Pros¬ 
pects” and is concerned with pro¬ 
jecting policing requirements and 
changing police roles toward the 
end of the century. 


‘Band-Aid* solution rejected by BOG 

Faculty Club centre to be replaced 


After a year-long study, the Board of Gov¬ 
ernors (BOG) has decided to build a new 
facility to replace the Faculty Club Centre 
on Campus. 

The Faculty Club Centre is now located 
in a partially renovated former army hut. 
Health officials in Saanich have informed 
the club that the facility must be up-graded 
to meet health requirements. 

The new building, estimated to cost $1 
million including all furnishings and kit¬ 
chen equipment, will be available to all the 
university’s regular staff and will serve as 
the centre for various university functions 
requiring banquet facilities. 

The building is to be located outside the 
Ring Road, on the west side of campus, and 
will be operated under the control of the 
BOG. 

The Faculty Club, however, will operate 
the new facility through an agreement 
with the BOG which will provide that the 
facility be available to all university staff 
and that official university social func¬ 
tions be given top priority. 


The Faculty Club will assume all oper¬ 
ating costs of the faciltiy, including a ren¬ 
tal charge designed to eventually pay off 
the capital cost of the building. 

Money for the new facility will be pro¬ 
vided from accumulated rental revenue, 
investment income, and other capital 
sources. 

In making its decision to build a new 
facility, the BOG rejected two options sug¬ 
gested by the Faculty Club. 

The club considered spending up to 
$700,000 to up-grade the present facility to 
meet health requirements and to accommo¬ 
date the expanding level of university 
functions held in the centre. 

The BOG felt it was “inappropriate” to 
expend this much money on the former 
army hut. 

The BOG also rejected a proposal to con¬ 
vert University House on Haro Road into a 
new Faculty Club Centre. University 
House, once the home of UVic’s presidents, 
is now used for small university-related 
receptions and the second floor houses uni¬ 


versity offices.- Long-range plans call for 
the house to become a Residential Confer¬ 
ence Centre for visiting academic guests. 
Smaller academic conferences would also 
be held in University House. 

BOG chairman Joseph Cunliffe, in 
announcing the decision this week, said 
“the time has come in the growth and 
development of the university when a long¬ 
term solution for providing adequate food 
services for university functions and for 
our faculty and staff has to be faced. 

“Further Band-Aid renovations to the 
present Faculty Club Centre in order to 
meet health requirements are not only 
uneconomical but also offer no prospect of 
a long-term solution.” 

Cunliffe pointed out that the building 
and its contents would be the property of 
the university and under the general man¬ 
agement of the BOG, as with other univer¬ 
sity facilities. 

The agreement with the Faculty Club 
would relate to the operating aspects only, 
he said. 


Ian Stewart, who chaired the BOG com¬ 
mittee which recommended the building of 
a new facility, said “we studied the prob¬ 
lem for more than a year and I am satisfied 
that the action we have taken is right. 

“A new facility will not only enable us to 
comply fully with health regulations but 
also will help to cement the co-operative 
relationships within the university com¬ 
munity which have led to UVic’s growing 
reputation as an institution of excellence.” 

Dr. Reg Mitchell (Chemistry), chairman 
of the Faculty Club’s Board of Directors, 
said he was pleased that the Board of Gov¬ 
ernors has confronted the problem “head-

“We have jointly found a solution that is 
acceptable to both parties,” he said. “The 
board has been very fair in its dealings 
with us.” 

Mitchell said he would report on the 
details of the new facility to the annual 
general meeting of the Faculty Club, Oct. 
30. 
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UVic urged to hire 
handicapped 



UVic received pr&ise and a challenge dur¬ 
ing a day-long conference on campus Sept. 
24 on education and the physically 
handicapped. 

There was praise for the efforts at UVic 
to make the campus more accessible to 
physically handicapped people. 

There was praise for the Alma Mater 
Society (AMS) and university officials for 
organizing the conference, first of its kind 
in British Columbia. 

Helen Austin, a special consultant on 
the handicapped to the Ministry of Labour, 
while praising these efforts, hurled a chal¬ 
lenge to UVic administrators. 

“UVic has come a long way and I ask 
you to go one step further to make this uni¬ 
versity a total community facility,” she 
said. “You have a large staff here and I 
would like to see you use an equal oppor¬ 
tunities hiring program to hire the handi¬ 
capped when vacancies arise. 

“This would make UVic the absolute 
model around the world,” she said. 

Austin suggested that UVic could aim 
for 1981, designated by the United Nations 
as the Year of the Handicapped, to com¬ 
plete the project of hiring the handicapped. 

The conference, co-sponsored by the 
President’s Advisory Committee on Equal 
Rights and Opportunities (ERO) and the 
AMS, drew representatives of several com¬ 
munity organizations working with physi¬ 
cally handicapped people. 

Although invited, a representative for 
Minister of Human Resources' Grace 
McCarthy, declined to attend. 

Human resources critic, NDP MLA 
Rosemary Brown emphasized the impor¬ 
tance of recognizing that the physically 
handicapped are not looking for handouts 
but for jobs. 

“People still have that old stereotyped 
attitude that physically handicapped peo¬ 
ple can’t do anything,” said Brown. “The 
focus should be on helping everyone in 
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Conference drew handicapped but few students 
society to become self-sufficient, not in pro¬ 
viding inadequate handouts.” 

Brown sharply criticized a Ministry of 
Health directive to staff that stated that 
the provincial government reserved the 
right to suspend benefits to any handi¬ 
capped person embarking on a strictly aca¬ 
demic program. 

“That’s stupidity and a major step back¬ 
wards,” said Brown. “Educational train¬ 
ing is an important tool for the physically 
handicapped seeking employment. They 
should have preference when it comes to 
education and instead they get a 
warning.” 

A Ministry of Health official in the 
audience said the government does spon¬ 
sor several handicapped people in aca¬ 
demic programs and that the particular 
directive should be rewritten. 

Brown also found it puzzling that physi¬ 
cally handicapped people, who need trans¬ 
portation, must pay more for it than people 
who are mobile. “Public transportation is 
heavily subsidized but transportation for 
the handicapped comes mostly from char¬ 
ity,” she said. 

“The government should not increase 
its handouts so much as provide more 
resources in transportation, housing and 
employment for the handicapped.” 

Brown quoted statistics that counted 
166,500 physically handicapped people in 
British Columbia, including 17,200 in the 
Greater Victoria area. 

Dr. Scott Wallace, former leader of the 
provincial Conservative Party, pointed out 
that conferences such as the one at UVic 
were important in making the public 
aware of the problems faced by handi¬ 
capped people. 

“Legislation usually follows public 
pressure and the public won’t apply pres¬ 
sure until they realize some of these prob¬ 
lems,” he said. 

President Dr. Howard Petch, in welcom¬ 
ing those attending the conference, said 
most of the credit for campus improve¬ 
ments in accessibility to handicapped peo¬ 
ple should go to former AMS President 
Dave Connell, and credit for the conference 
should go to current AMS President Marla 
Nickerson. 

After the conference, Nickerson said 
she was very disappointed by the scarcity 
of UVic students from the Faculties of Edu¬ 
cation and Human and Social Develop¬ 
ment in attendance. 

“A policy of normalization and main- 
streaming of handicapped students into 
the educational system began this year,” 
Nickerson pointed out. “I was hoping that 
Education students who will be teachers in 
a few years, would come to get first-hand 
information on the problems faced by the 
handicapped.” 

Nickerson said she was pleased by the 
response at the conference, but disap¬ 
pointed at the attendance. She said she 
would recommend conferences for UVic in 
1980 and especially in 1981 when world 
attention will be focussed on the handi¬ 
capped through the United Nations. 


McGeer questions 
extension courses 

Dr. Patrick McGeer, Minister of Education, 
has informed the three B.C. universities 
that he is not happy with some of the 
courses being offered through extension. 

In a letter to Dr. William Gibson, chair¬ 
man of the Universities Council of British 
Columbia (UCBC), McGeer approved fund¬ 
ing this year for University Professional 
Development and Lecture Series Interior 
Programs. 

However, McGeer served warning that 
funding for university extension courses 
and programs will not be approved in 
future unless, “it can be demonstrated that 
they meet an essential need in the 
province”. 

“It was clear to me that not all of the 
courses or programs proposed fill into this 
category,” McGeer wrote, after reviewing 
this year’s program. 

“I believe that the universities do have 
an obligation to provide useful and sub¬ 
stantial upgrading or in-service programs 
for various professional groups within the 
province. I further believe that these types 
of extension courses ought to be provided 
for within the universities’ budgets,” said 
McGeer. 

“In short, it is not my intention in the 
future to set aside special funds under the 
UCBC’s Interior Programs Board for this 
purpose.” 

More than 20,000 people throughout 
British Columbia participated in credit 
and credit free courses, workshops, semin¬ 
ars and special programs offered by Uni¬ 
versity Extension at UVic during the 1978- 
79 academic year. 

Of this total, 10,514 people registered in 
off campus, credit free courses in about 50 
locations in B.C. This major thrust of 
Extension into the province came as a 
result of the Ministry of Education’s provi¬ 
sion of special funding to bring credit and 
credit free university programs to the Inte¬ 
rior (defined as the entire province outside 
Greater Victoria and Vancouver). 




Traffic is slowly adapting to the changes at the 
Finnerty Road entrance to campus. Road 
improvements include a realignment of the 
Finnerty-McKenzie-Sinclair intersection and a 
change in the entrances to the parking lot adja¬ 
cent to the Campus Services Building. More 
than one sleepy-eyed driver has been startled 
at about 8:30 a.m. to find a car barreling down 
the wrong side of Finnerty to use an entrance to 
the parking lot, accessible from only one side 
of Finnerty. Administrative Vice-President Tre¬ 
vor Matthews told the Board of Governors at 
the September meeting that people are gradu¬ 
ally adapting to the changes. “It takes a little 
while but we’re finding a new traffic pattern 
developing,” he said. Matthews said there have 
been a few accidents at the intersection of Fin¬ 
nerty with Sinclair and McKenzie where Fin¬ 
nerty traffic must now come to a stop. “We have 
been monitoring the traffic flow and at about 
8:30 a.m. traffic does move rather slowly,” he 
said. While Dr. I.D. Pal, Acting Dean of Arts and 
Science, suggested a plea should be made to 
Saanich officials to put a stoplight in at the 
intersection, Ian Stewart said the aligment of 
Sinclair and McKenzie is a “tremendous 
improvement” and that rather a light, the uni¬ 
versity should provide a commissionaire at 
peak traffic periods to direct traffic. 

The department of Germanic studies is spon¬ 
soring a frpe public showing of the epic Ger¬ 
man film, Die Deutschstunde , in two parts Oct. 
2 and 3 in MacLaurin 144. The four-hour movie 
is based on one of the most significant post 
Second World War German novels, by Siegf¬ 
ried Lenz. Dialogue is in the German language, 
with no English subtitles. Both showings begin 
at 8 p.m. 

Quasars and new galaxies are the subject of a 
special physics seminar Oct. 4, in the Elliott 
Lecture Theatre 168, beginning at 12:30 p.m. 
Undergraduates are especially invited to 
attend the illustrated lecture by Dr. Russell 
Cannon, director of the U.K. Schmidt Tele¬ 
scope Unit at the Royal Observatory in Edin¬ 
burgh. Cannon will give a presentation entitled 
“Discovery of New Galaxies and Quasars”, , 
illustrated by slides taken during a recent 
Southern Sky survey.

Tenants of Simon Fraser University residences 
won a reprieve from a proposed rent increase. 
By a 5 to 4 vote, the university’s Board of Gover¬ 
nors rejected a 10 per cent increase proposed 
for all three campus residences in the fall. 
Tenants requested that a decision on rent 
increases be postponed until needed repairs to 
the residences were made. 

Ontario Education minister Dr. Bette Stephen¬ 
son told 80 student cpuncil delegates at an 
Ontario Federation of Students conference 
that taxpayers want college and university tui¬ 
tion fees to increase. Stephenson said that 70 
per cent of the province’s taxpayers want fees 
to go up, and feel that students should pay a 
greater proportion of university costs. 


The University of Toronto has adopted a new 
get-tough policy to deal with student cheaters 
and plagiarizers. The university will publish the 
names of convicted cheaters and plagiarizers 
in an annual report available to the public, in 
addition to the usual disciplinary measures 
which can include a lower mark in the course, 
suspension from the university, and having the 
offence listed for a period of time on the stu¬ 
dent’s transcript. 

A Statistics Canada survey of almost 30,000 
1976 university and college graduates has 
found that 83.5 per cent were employed two 
years after graduation. However, less than 45 
per cent surveyed thought their jobs were 
directly related to their education. In general, 
the survey showed that salaries increased with 
years of education, although compensation for 
doctoral degrees was not in proportion to the 
years of study. Women in every category ex¬ 
perienced greater difficulty obtaining employ- 
„ ment. The survey was designed to investigate 
the degree of success of post-secondary grad¬ 
uates in finding employment, their job satisfac¬ 
tion, the relationship between employment and 
education, and their anticipated need for 
further education. 


B.C.’s Open Learning Institute (OLI) which 
accepted its first students this month, is 
already experiencing an unexpectedly high 
demand for its courses, according to an OLI 
news release. “Our semester course enrolment 
figures are almost double what we expected,” 
says OLI principal John Ellis. “We were expect¬ 
ing between 200 and 400 semester course 
enrolments and we ended up with more than 
700.” The OLI was established by the B.C. Min¬ 
istry of Education in June of 1978 to offer 
home-study courses to people who can’t 
attend conventional institutions. The initial 
response has OLI officials rethinking January 
enrolment estimates. The institute launched its 
program this year with three university courses 
and four high school completion courses. In 
January, Ellis explains, OLI will offer career, 
technical and vocational courses as well. 

Favali to miss 
Vikette season 

High-scoring basketball centre Jane 
Favali will not play for the Vikettes this 
season, following knee surgery in June. 

She is expected to return for the 1980-81 
season. 

Favali, 18, was injured during her roo¬ 
kie season with the Vikettes and under¬ 
went knee surgery to correct a torn 
ligament and stretched capsule. 

Favali is gearing her rehabilitation to 
the 1980 Olympic Games in Moscow and 
the 1980-81 UVic season. She was named 
to Canada’s Women’s National Team in 
1978. 

The six-foot-three-inch Kamloops 
native played six regular season Canada 
West University Athletic Association 
(CWUAA) games last season and was the 
league’s leading scorer before suffering the 
knee injury Dec. 15 at a practice. 

She sat out the remainder of the regular 
season, returning for the CWUAA 
playoffs. She saw spot duty at the Cana¬ 
dian Interuniversity Athletic Union 
(CIAU) tournament in March, but rein¬ 
jured the knee and missed the national 
final. In that game Laurentian University 
defeated the Vikettes in double overtime. 
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PSA membership grows

Lansdowne scholar 
directs Victorian farce 


The first play of the theatre department’s 
noontime drama offerings this year is 
being directed by visiting Lansdowne 
Scholar Dr. Michael Booth, head of the 
department of theatre studies at the Uni¬ 
versity of Warwick in Conventry, 
England. 

An expert in Nineteenth Century Brit¬ 
ish drama and theatre, Booth is directing 
the Victorian farce Did You Ever Send 
Your Wife to Camberwell? by J. Stirling 
Coyne Esq. It was first performed in the 
London Adelphi Theatre in 1846. 

The play has been in rehearsal for the 
past three weeks and will be performed, 
from Oct. 1 to Oct. 5, the week Booth 
returns to England. 

He has been invited to campus by the 
Faculty of Fine Arts as a visiting Lans¬ 
downe Scholar and offered to direct the 
opening production of the theatre depart¬ 
ment’s noontime theatre as well as partici¬ 
pate in classes and give lectures. 



Booth began his university studies in 
1947 on the site of the Lansdowne Campus 
in Victoria when it was the home of Victo¬ 
ria College which later became UVic. The 
province purchased the property now occu¬ 
pied by Camosun College from UVic last 
spring with the stipulation that the inter¬ 
est from the $4.5 million purchase price be 
used for academic enrichment. UVic subse¬ 
quently established the Lansdowne 
Endowment Fund under which outstand¬ 
ing scholars can be brought to campus for 
varying lengths of time. 

After attending Victoria College for two 
years Booth obtained a B.A. in English 
literature from the University of British 
Columbia and a M.A. and Ph.D. from Lon¬ 
don University. 

He taught for six years at UBC and then 
taught at the Royal Military College in 
Kingston, before going to the University of 
Guelph, Ont., where he became chairman 
of the drama department. He has been at 
the University of Warwick since 1975. 

Drama is an expanding area in English 
universities, although it is a time of very 
difficult economic circumstances and there 
are few jobs related to this field of study, he 
says. 

'There has been a great interest in the 
theatre on the part of students since the 
Sixties. Students seem to feel more capable 
of expression on the stage than through 
formal academic work.” 

In past years the noontime theatre per¬ 
formances have been in the lower lounge of 
the Students Union Building. This year the 
theatre department is moving productions 
to a space they call "The Studio”, located in 
‘L’ Hut behind the McKinnon Building. 

“The Studio” is an intimate theatre 
with room for about 30 people in the 
audience. 

Did You Ever Send Your Wife to Cam¬ 
berwell? will be performed Monday 
through Friday at 12:30 p.m. Donations of 
fifty cents will be accepted at the door and 
the audience is invited to bring lunch. 


About 112 administrative and academic 
professional (ADAC) employees have 
joined UVic’s new Professional Staff Asso¬ 
ciation (PSA), formed on campus last April 
to promote the professional and material 
status of its members.

Building plans approved 


A new academic building for the theatre 
department is one step closer to reality. 

The Board of Governors, at the Sep¬ 
tember meeting, approved the preliminary 
design for the building and asked the Min¬ 
istry of Education for permission to hire an 
architect to proceed with the working 
drawings. . 

Total cost of the project is estimated at 
$4.56 million. The building was first 
approved by the BOG in June of 1976. 

The theatre department is now housed 
in crowded, former army huts on the fringe 
of campus. The new location is outside the 
Ring Road, in the vicinity of the new Music 
Building. 


The new building is planned to provide 
the necessary classrooms, shops and 
administrative offices for teaching the 
existing theatre program at UVic. 

Included in building plans are two inti¬ 
mate theatres, one with a proscenium 
stage, the other with a thrust stage. 

These theatres are classrooms for 
teaching of courses and for studying 
theatre in performances. In addition, 
there is a classroom for the teaching of 
movement and a large open room for 
theatre of a highly experimental nature. 

Building plans also include a scenery 
shop, paint shop, costume shop, and 
small studios.

The document deals with types of 
appointments, appointment procedures, 
evaluation procedures and criteria, classi¬ 
fication descriptions, advancement and 
reclassification, personnel records, termi¬ 
nation of employment and review and 
appeal procedures. 

Halliwell prepared an initial document 
last year which was approved by the execu¬ 
tive council on Jan. 30 of this year. Before 
sending the document to the Board of Gov¬ 
ernors for final approval, Halliwell submit¬ 
ted it to a meeting of ADAC employees held 
in March to explore the possibility of form¬ 
ing a staff association. 

Since the formation of the PSA, the 
association has provided input into recom¬ 
mendations in the document end sug¬ 
gested various revisions. 

Revisions to the original document 
made by Halliwell in response to ADAC 
input, and additional revisions recom¬ 
mended by the PSA, are now being consi¬ 
dered by UVic president Dr. Howard Petch 
before the document is again forwarded to 
the executive council. 

It is unlikely that the executive council 
will have an opportunity to review a new 
document before the end of October, and 
then it must go to the BOG for final 
approval. 

Student services 
add Day Care 

UVic Day Care Services officially becomes 
a part of the university this fall, under the 
administration of Student and Ancillary 
Services. The move to bring the Day Care 
under the university’s administrative 
umbrella has been approved by UVic Vice- 
President-Administrative Trevor 
Matthews. 

Day Care treasurer and Student Union 
Building manager Dave Clode says this 
will be a “year of transition” for day care 
as the university assumes responsibility 
for its employees and accounting 
procedures. 

“This will release the Alma Mater 
Society from performing accounting func¬ 
tions for day care and will give the univer¬ 
sity formal responsibility for the operation 
of the program,” says Clode. 

The UVic program has operated for sev¬ 
eral years on a co-operative basis. Parents 
of children enrolled contribute time to the 
program depending upon their circum¬ 
stances and inclination. 

Money for day care comes from fees 
paid by the people using it. The fees are 
subsidized by the provincial government, 
based on a sliding scale administered 
through a means test. 

To be eligible to attend children must be 
between two and five years of age and have 
parents who are students, faculty or staff 
at UVic. 

It has become an established practice 
for students and faculty from UVic, and 
people from the community, to use the cam¬ 
pus day care facilities for observation and 
learning in the fields Pf child care and 
education. 

Coming under the university adminis¬ 
trative umbrella does not mean Day Care 
will be provided with university funds for 
operation, in addition to those now 
obtained through fees, government subsi¬ 
dies and parental and staff fund raising 
efforts, says Clode. 

“We still have to find a way of raising 
money to renovate the huts. Day Care 
doesn’t have it,” says Clode in reference to 
two army huts donated by UVic to day 
care. The huts, located by Gabriola Road 
behind the new Visual Arts Building, must 
be either renovated or rebuilt before they 
can be used for the program.

“Herbert Siebner — Twenty Five Years in 
British Columbia”, an exhibition opening 
at the Maltwood Gallery Oct. 4, displays 
work in oils, watercolors, sculpture and 
sgraffito as it has developed over the last 
25 years of the artist's life spent on Van¬ 
couver Island. 

The exhibition continues until Oct. 25. 

Siebner, born in Stettin, Germany, in 
1925, studied under Max Kaus in Berlin 
from 1946 to 1949. He began to develop a 
distinct style, influenced by expression¬ 
ism, that resulted in a number of one-man 
and group exhibits. 

In 1954 Siebner came to Victoria and 
has made his home nearby since then. 

He has mounted more than 50 one-man 
shows since his arrival in Canada, in such 
places as Seattle, Los Angeles, Toronto, 
Ottawa, Montreal, Milan, Berlin and 
Victoria. 

He contributed to the Canadian Bien¬ 
nale of 1958, the International Graphic 
Exposition of the same year, the Seattle 
World Fair Exhibition of 1962 and the 
International Triennale of Xilography , in 
Capri in 1969. 

Siebner visited Europe in 1962-63 on a 
Canada Council Fellowship and studied 
sgraffito, primitive art and the art of lost 
cultures. 

Robin Skelton (Creative Writing), has 
prepared a biography and criticism of 
Siebner's work that will be published 
simultaneously with the exhibition's 
opening. 

Skelton explains that Siebner's early 
Canadian works were in the abstract 
expressionist tradition, but showed a 
developing interest in the monumental 
and symbolic treatment of the human fig¬ 
ure. Following his return from Europe, 
Siebner developed a greater sense of spon¬ 
taneity in his work that includes scratches, 
scars and unpainted areas. 

He has said that he wishes his work to 
look either as if it had been made just at 
that moment or as if it has always existed. 

It was in this period that Siebner 
created the murals of sgraffito panels for 
UVic and the British Columbia Provincial 
Museum. 


The later symbolism of Siebner utilizes 
such archetypal and mythological figures 
as “the flying man” and “the giant”, Skel¬ 
ton says, the one creating a paradigm of 
the spirit of man, the other disturbing and 
ambiguous both in gross absurdity and the 
sense of power projected. 

Skelton says much of Siebner's work is 
negative in attitude, condemning tyranny 
and falsity, yet delight is central to 
Siebner’s vision for it serves universal 
vision, derived as much from the simplicity 
of human experience as from the discipline 
of the intellect and a visionary 
imagination. 

Gallery hours are 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. Mon¬ 
day to Friday. The Gallery is also open dur¬ 
ing evening special events at the 
Auditorium.

A concert of Baroque music will be pres¬ 
ented by faculty and students of the School 
of Music in the Music Building Recital 
Hall, Oct. 5 at 8 p.m.

The music in the program prepared by 
Dr. Erich Schwandt (Music) is called 
Baroque for many reasons. Some of it is 
rhythmically free in that it is not subject to 
a strict and regular beat. Often it is frag¬ 
mented and contrasting ideas are juxta¬ 
posed. But always, it is concerned with the 
passions of the human souls, often the 
more extreme ones of consuming grief, 
wonder, pity, melancholy, joy or hopeless 
love. 

Proceeds from this concert will go 
towards the School of Music’s Early 
Instrument Fund. Some items from the col¬ 
lection will be on display during the inter¬ 
mission. Tickets are $3 for adults, $2 for 
students and senior citizens.
